PAYOR WATER STATION DEAL 


Councilmen Want Two Turned 
Over to Sanitary: Board. 


WILL ADD TO CITY'S FUND. 


Finance Committee to Indorse $200,- 
000 Pian to the Council. 


Members of the finance committee of the 
city council accepted yesterday a report of a 
subcommittee advising: the turning over to 
the sanitary district of the Lawrence avenue 
and Thirty-ninth street pumping stations. 
The transaction involves $200,000, which will 
be added to the water fund, in case the deal 
is accomplished. 

Ald. Charles Foell and Nicholas Finn, in- 
vestigated the proposition and reported yes- 
terday in favor of the advisability of the 
transfer. The finance committee will report 
to the city council next Monday. 

In 1889 an agreement was made by the sani- 
tary trustees to pay 45 per cent of the cost of 
enlarging the Thirty-ninth street station. 
Thie sum amounted to $220,000. Up to the 
present time about $19,000 has been paid on 
the indebtedness. 


Claim of the Trustees. 
The sanitary trustees claim to have a l 
the city for electric lighting up to 
Aug. 1 last ioe $79,000. It also claims to have 
constructed five bridges across the river 
which the city should pay for. Deducting 
this sum from its general indebtednegs, the 
present amount owing the city is $121,412.72. 
According to the report of the subcommit- 
tee yesterday the sanitary district agrees to 
pay the city this sum if the city will release 
its claims of ownership of both the Lawrence 
avenue and the Thirty-ninth street stations. 
In the 1910 budget Controller Wilson esti- 
mates it will cost the city the sum of 8108, 000 
to operate the two stations. Ald. Snow, chajr- 
man of the finance committee, has made a 
two months’ operation estimate to de in 
cluded in the budget pending the carrying 
out of the transfer. 


Ask More Money for Wards.

‘CHERRY INQUEST OFF AGAIN 


Unseemly Wrangle Marks Session 
Held During Blizzard. 


WIDOWS IN SAD PLIGHT. 


Cash Allowances Are Small and Prices 
Are at High Mark. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 

Cherry, III., Jan. 4.— [Special j—The coroner 
of Bureau county came to Cherry today in 
the face of a blizzard, called the mine dis- 
aster inquest jury together, and adjourned 
the hearing to Feb. 1 without having added 
to the record anything more than an unseemly 
wrangle. 

Incidentally it was announced that there 
was no probability that the mine shefts 
would be unsealed, before another month. 
The announcement was a blow to the mourn- 
ing relatives of the 181 miners whose bodies 
still are down in the mine, for it signitiea to 
them that probably no recognizabie body ever 
would be recovered from the black hole.“ 

Alb in all; che widows and orphans of the 
dead miners seem to be in a sad plight. Con- 
tributions of food and clothing have ceased, 
the relief store has deen closed, and today 
the dependent families were put on a cash 
allowance of a few dollars a week. 


Relief System Was Failure. 

The changé from store orders to cash 
marked 
orate system of professional charity that 
earned for itpelf thé distrust and dissatistac- 
tion of the stricken families. There had been 
so..general @ protest against the system of 
relief that the professional charity workers 
at last were forced to abandon their conten- 
tion that the widows of the dead miners can 
not be trusted with a few doliars in real 
money. 

Whether the weekly cash allowance will 
be found sufficient to supply the dependent 
families with the bare necessities of lite al- 
ready is a problem. Meats, groceries, and 
clothing are being sold at top tigures to the 
dependents, and there has been no effort 
upon the part of the charity experts to cut 
down prices. 

The unusually severe winter has increased 
the burdens and discomfitures of the grief- 
worn people, and now, in addition to all eise, 
there is said to be danger of an epidemic of 
scarlet fever among the fatherless children 
of the town. Three children are ill of the 
fever in a cottage occupied by twodependent 
families, and the attending physician says 
that a number of other persons were ex- 
posed ‘to the contagion before the house was 
quarantined. 


Outsider Assails Coroner. 


The wrangle at the coroner's inquest was 
precipitated by Alma Lettsome, treasurer of 
the local miners’ union. He demanded to 
know why the coroner had fafled to examine 
Alex Rosenjack, a missing witness, after 
Lettsome had taken Rosenjack to the in- 
quest hall on Nov, 14, the first day following 
the mine fire. 

M. L. Kendall, foreman of the jury, dis- 
puted Lettsome’s right to question the coro- 
ner’s conduct, 2 offered to argue the mat- 
ter outside the inquest hall 

The only other incident of the hearing was 
the reading of a long affidavit by Dr. M. R. 
Barker of Chicago to the effect that Burton 
Hanson, secretary of the St. Paul Coal com- 
pany, could not attend the inquest because 
of a broken arm.

The Merriam commission has not reported 
about coal purchases, but new coal contracts 
are about to be let, and Mr. Hanberg purposes 
to have the specifications right up to the min- 


ute. 
Asks Advice of Experts. 

In drawing up the new coal specificatons, 
the commissioner of public works and his as- 
sistants will consult some of the same ex- 
perts, who pointed out to the investigators of 
the Merriam commission the defects in the 
present form of specifications. 

One of the chief reforms that {se to be insti- 
tuted in the coal purchasing system is the 
abolition of the double form of testing coal 
the evaporation guarantee and the British 
thermal unit system, The latter system will 
be followed. When reduced to plain English, 
it means that coal will be tested chiefly to see 
how much steam a pound of coal will produce. 

It probably will take some days for the com- 
missioner and his assistants to draw up the 
new specifications, for this year they are to be 
drawn not only with reference to getting the 
best kind of coal for the price paid but also 
with an idea of paying less than the city has 
been accustomed to pay. 

While the city has been paying for a high 
grade of coal—which the Merriam commis- 
sion’s reports have shown was never deliv- 
ered—it has been agreed by many experts that 
the quality of coal which the city has been re- 
ceiving, on the average, is quite good enough, 
and in many cases, better adapted for the 
plants thana higher grade of coal would be. 

Until the new specifications are drawn 
it will be impossible to tell how much the city 
will save by this revision, but a rough esti- 
mate was made during the day by one of the 
| city’s engineers that if the new specifications 
are drawn on the square and the contracts let 
at the quoted market price, the saving on the 
city’s coal bill will amount to between §200,- 
000 and $300,000 a year. | 

Seeks Economy in Lumber. 

In the matter of lumber specifications Mr. 
Hanberg has called in several lumber experts 
beth from the lumber companies and con- 
tractors and will endeavor to redraw the 

specifications so that they will call for such 
‘kinds of lumber actuaily in the Chicago mar- 
‘ket and best suited to the city’s use. Whether 
the department will adopt the suggestion 
made by the Merriam.commission that the 
‘term of contracts be limited to three. months 
| hea. not been decided, in fact, it is believ 
that there are legal obstacles in the w 
and that yearly contracts are required by th 
cities and villages act. 

One suggestion of the Merriam commis- 
sion regarding lumber has been accepted and 
will be put in force if the city cougcil agrees, 
and that ie an extension of the present jum- 
ber contracts for ninety days, as provided 
tor in the contracts themselves. By this. 
extension it is believed by the experts for 
the Merriam commission that the city can 
get back some of the money it hag been 
mulcted of by the lumber companies. 

Public Hearing Postponed. 

Owing to the fact that Walter L. Fisher, 
the chief inquisitor for the Merriam commis- 
sion, is engaged in trying to find a shelter 
for. his family, which was burned out of 
house and home Saturday night; the public 
hearings of the commission will have to be 
postponed until his family is cared for.

The increased tax will advance the cost of 
transportation and the consumer will foot 
the bill im higher cost of each article The 
dill provides that 80 per cent of the tonnage 
taxes is to be remitted to vessels of the 
United States carrying boys as apprentices. 

The final section of the Humphrey. bill ad- 
mits to American registry foreign built steel 
steamers of 2,500 gross tons or over to en- 
gage only in trade with foreign countries or 
with the "Philippines. 

These foreign built vessels must be wholly 
owned by American citizens, and are not 
to be entitled to mall compensation or to en- 
gage in coastwise trade. 


Changes Long Standing Law. 

This free ship section changes the law of 
the United States, which has been operative 
since 1789. It will permit American citizens 
to purchase foreign built steamers for for- 
eign trade or to naturalise steamers already 
owned by them, on t ore liberal than 
are provided by many fo governments, 

Most foreign nations grant registry to for- 
eign built ships, but many of them prescribe 
a tax or duty for such registry. 

Altogether, even advocates of the ship sub- 
sidy are doubtful that their cause has been 
helped meterially by the introduction of this 
“ocean mal bin. 


RAIL AND ANTI-TRUST LAWS

Says Lower Curt Sent It to Highest | 
Tribunal with Clean Hands.

trust case Special Assistant Attorney General | 
McReynolds concluded his argument for the 
prosecution at 1 o’clock today, and was fol- 
lowed by Attorney Delancey Nicol of New 
Tork, who spoke in behalf of the tobacco 
company. 

Mr. McReynolds gontended that the whole 
tobaceo industry, from the purchase of the 
leaf to the completion. of the manufacture, 
was in the contro! of the trust because of its 
interference with interstate commerce. 
“Tf,” he said, there is no power here to 
e Ay such a course, there is no control 


He contended that the power of the comé 
bination extended everywhere. Indeed, he 
asserted, it had been the purpose of the com- 
bination to gather in and control the entire 
tobacco business. 


Hints at a Fool’s Paradise. 

It, he said, the tobacco company could not 
be reached under the Sherman law, it would 
be impossible to prevent monopoly, with the 
result that the fancied security against ex- 
tortion and wrong under which the Ameri- 
can people lived would be a myth. 

In that event,“ he said, we would be 
at the mercy of any set of men sufficiently 
strong to gather in all thei? competitors unto 
themselves and we would find that we had 
been living in a fool's paradise and merely 
had dreamed." 

Mr. Nicol pointed out what he-charged were“ 
misrepresentations on the part of the prose- 
cution. For instance, he said that the gov- 
ernment had proceeded on the theory that 
the existence of the American Tobacco com- 
pany was injurious alike to producers, con- 
sumers, and dealera, whereas there had been 
no increase in the price of tobacco to con- 
sumers, nor damage to any class. 

He quoted from the judges in the court be- 
low statements to the effect that not only had 
there been no enhancement of the prices of 
tobacco, but that new enterprises had been 
begun and had thriven since the organiza- 
tion of the tobacco company. 


Shows Increase in Fields. 

He also undertook to show that 150,000 ad- 
ditional acres of land had been devoted to 
the growth of tobacco in that period and 
said that one of the judges in the lower court 
had stated that the record in this case had 
shown that the tobacco business had been 
free from coercion and oppression, such as 
are incidental to most lines of business. 

0,“ he said, we come acquitted by the 
court below of the grave charges that are 
made against us, and in the judgment of that 
court we stand before you with clean hands.“ 

Mr. Nicol also said that the record would 
show that the American company does not 
control the tobacco lands nor purchase more 
than one-half of the tobacco crops.

Sometimes the labors of foreign envoys in this con- 
néction are of a much More delicate character, as, for 
ins#ance, when they are called upon to seize the papers 
not of a royal personage but of some statesman of their 
own nationality who has died, more or ‘less suddenly. tn 
the country in which they are stationed, papers which it 
is of great political importance should fall into no alien 

Thus; some years ago Baron Ressmann, after retiring 
from the post of Italian ambassador in consequence of 
& quarrél with Premier Crispi, settled on the banks of 
the Séitie, where he died suddenly. It was of great im- 
portance that his papers should not fall into French 
hands nor yet that they should become the prey of the 
baron’s domestic entanglements.. Accordingly the then 
Italian ambassador to Paris immediately stepped in and 
seized all the papers, as he did also on the occasion of 
the demise in Paris of the comtesse de Castiglionne.

The late Sir Edward Malet, too, while representing 
Quéen Victoria at Berlin, was obliged on one occasion to 
step in and seize all the papers of Sir William White, 
who had sudéumbed to a sudden attack of iliness in the 
Prussian tal while on his way home to England from 
een where he was accredited as ambassador 
to the porte. In this particular instance the matter was 
rendered more painful by the objections raised and the 
obstruction proffered by the widowed Lady White, a 
woman of Russo-German birth, who saw in this action 
on the part of Sir Bdward a lack of confidence in her 
loyalty which she described as a gross indignity. It is 
just a question whether Sir Edward had any legal right 
to make this seizure or whether from the strict point of 
view of law there was any justification for the Ttalian 
ambassadors pouncing down upon the papers and cor- 
respondence of the baron de Ressmann and of thé com- 
tesse de Castiglionne in Paris. But if it is illegal the

King Albert is making a clean sweep of all the mem- 
bers ot the household of his uncle, Count John d’Oultre- 
mont, whe throughout the greater part of the late reign 
Was grand master of thé court of Brussels, has already 
tendered his resignation, and the various other members 
of the entourage of Leopold, such as the two. Barons 
Goffinet, also Carton de Wiart, Colone] the Baron Snoy, 
and others, have already taken their departure or else 
| are leaving. 

There are several reasons for this. In the first place, 
the new king wishes to emphasize the fact that under 
his reign the court of Brussels will be entirely .different 
in every respect to what it was in the days of Leopold 
II., and that former conditions which excited so much 
criticism at home and abroad will no longer prevail. 
Albert knows full well that his uncle Was a great deal 
too arbitrary and masterful to permit himself to be 
guided by those around him, save the Baroness Vaughan, 
and that he cannot really hald Count John d'Oultremont 
nor the other principal officers of the late king’s envi- 
ronment responsible for the atmosphere of the court of 
Brussels during the last twenty years. Still at the same 
time he feels that they have been identified therewith in 
a conspicuous manner.

Then, too, his own relations with Leopold, in spite of 
all that has been stated to the contrary, were not al- 
| Ways pleasant, while during the closing years of the life 
ot his father, the count of Planders, the latter was not 
on speaking terms with his brother Leopold. The Barons 
Goffinet and their colleagues were, of course, obliged to 
side with their employer, the late king, and were often 
the instruments of his displeasure as exercised against 
Albert and against his parents. Naturally he cannot 
therefore feel particularly cordial towards or look upon 
them as qualified to loyally carry out the extensive and 
radical changés which he has in mind. 

That is why all the dignitaries of King Leopold’s 
court are receiving their walking papers. And in view 
of the devotion and fidelity which they have shown to 
one who was far from an easy master and whose de- 
mands upon their services were often of an exacting 
character it is to be hoped that he has shown some 
gratitude towards them in his testamentary dispositions, 
though royal personages as a rule are neglectful about 
1 matters.

exceed the legal nine hours in a day, was 
upheld yesterday by Judges Grosscup, Sea- 
man, and Baker of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals. The opinion reverses a 
decision rendered by Judge Landis on Aprit z1 
in the suit brought by District Attorney Sims 
against the Santa Fé railway and calis for 
a new trial. 

Mr. Sims’ suit was to test the government's 
interpretation of the federal hours of service 
jaw, which restricts the working hours of 
telegraph operators and train dispatchers to 
nine. Judge Landis held that it meant nine 
hours’ continuous service, 

The information on which the suit was 
prosecuted wae furnished by the interstate 
commerce commission at the instance of 
President H. B. Perham of the Order of au- 
way Telegtaphers. The decision is a severe 
oe at the hopes of the operators’ organize- 

n. 
Decision in Frisco Case. 

The suit attacked the practice of the Santa 
Fé, for which it was fined $100 each on four 
counts for requiring its operators at Corwith, 
to work nine hours a day, but the time 
being divided by an intermission of three 
hours during which the office was closed. 
The first man reported for duty at 6:80 a. m. 
worked until noon, was off for three hours, 
and them worked from 3 to 6:30 p. m. The 
second man went on duty at 6:80 p. m. and 
left at 6:30 a. m., with three hours off after 
midnight 

“ Manifestly,” says Judge Grosscup in the 
opinion, congress did not intend that an 
intermission of three hours in the middle of 
the day should be computed ae a part of the 
employé’s service, for the statute was enact- 
ed in View of the customs of the land, and the 
customs of the land do not include such inter-. 
missions as a part of the working hours of 
employés. The position of the government ts 
therefore reduced to its contention regarding 
the word period —that period is a term. 
a ‘eycle," something continuous between 
a definite beginning and a definite end.
